Four Small Ships Enter Havbor of
Nipe, Deéntroy o Spanish  Guane-

1 bont and Capture Town.

KEY WEST, July 23—Acting under
orders from Rear Admiral Sampson, four
American war ships on Thursday afternoon
lust entered the hbarbor of Nipe, on the
northenst coast of the province of Santlago
de Cubn, and, after a furlous bombardment,
took possession of the harbor as n bnais
of operntion for the Porto Rieco cmmpaign.
It ls understood, however, that the plans
have been changed sinee, In consequence
of the occupation of Santingo by the United
States forces and that Nipe will not he ured
for the purpose originally intended. The
vessols engaged were the Topekn, Annapolls,
Wasp and Leyden, In the courae of an
hour they ailenced the forts, sank the
Spanigh gunboat Jorge Junn, and scattercd
Spanigh riflemen who had taken part in the
engagement,

Ifor 0 week or more the Topeka bad been |

blocknding the northwestern conat between
Cupe Lucrecia and Cabonleo, with strict
ordors from Commodore Howell not to ot-
tempt entrance into any of the harbora, A
few days ngo, while crulsing past Nipe,
which 18 about midway in the blockade Hne
and directly across the island from the elty
of SBantlago, an armored launch about 100
feet long came out and fired two shells,
both of which, however, fell short, The
Topekn returned the fire and chased the
lounch into the harbor, but in consequence
of Commodore Howell's orders could not
follow It In, On Thuraday the Aunnapolls
was up and Leyden came from Santisgo nand
Captaln Hunker of the Annapolis, who was
ranking officer, was surprised to learn that
Nipe had not been taken.

All of the American ships sent small
hoats over to the Spanish gunbeat, that of
the Topeka belng under commuond of Licus
tenunt Niblack, the former naval attache at
Berlin, Vienna and Rome.  They found
that the Jorge Juan's forecastle had been
eutirely nipped away by the Topeka's 4-inch
shells and that its fore and mizzenmuosis
and Aagstafl were carried off.
